New York. June 12.—Henry Watterson 
writes thus to the Courier-Journal: I have 
been spending a few days at Greystone with 
Governor Tilden, and not merely because his 
old friends in the west and south have an 
ever present personal interest in him, but 
because his name at the moment is upon the 
lips of politicians of every class all over the 
country, I propose to give the readers of the 
Courier-Journal some particular account of 
him. When I parted from him a year ago, 
I did neverexpect to see him again; indeed, I 


was so skeptical of the stories con- 
eerning his restoration to health 
as to feel a delicacy about intruding 


upon his privacy. He was good enough to 
send for me, andl went over to Gramercy 
park ina somewhat sorrowful and sympa- 
thetic stateof mind. My surprise almost ex- 
ceeded my gratification. The old house is 
undergoing reconstruction and enlargement 
on a magnificent scale, but the old library is 
still the same, being held from the hand of 
despoiling splendor for the last, I take it, as a 
tribute of affectionate remembrance of old 
times, old friends and old books. 
THE GOVERNOR IN FULL VIEW. 

There I found the governor.. If an appari- 
tion had stood befcre me I could not have 
been more astonished. The davsSof '75,6 and 
7seemed to have come back. His low voice 
was found again, hiseyes were bright, and his 
cheeks rosy; his intellect as sinewy and clear 
and his Wit as incisive as they were when he 
made nothing of riding Blackstone to Harlem 
and back, or driving the Kentucky bays from 
Gramercy park to Greystone. He took me 
all over the new house, pointing out the 
yarious changes, explaining his general de- 
sign, and discussing the architecture and 
architects with characterestic intelligence. 
He quite tired me out—a favorite and ma- 
levolent way he hasof punishing his friends— 
climbing long stairs, meandering through 
labyrinths of decorative art, and threading 
tapestried and frescoed mazes of corridor and 
cham bers. 

TOPICS OF CONVERSATION. 

On current aflairs he talked with his usual 
pungency and candor. When endurance 
had ceased to be a virtue, I said: ; 

“Governor, don’t you think we 
enough of this””’ 

He smiled, and inhis dry, half pitying, 
half sarcastic way, replied: 

“If you are tired we will go down stairs.” 

At Greystone his life is of the simplest and 
busiest. He hasafarm hard by, no end of 
pigs, poultry and blooded stock. Of course I 
had to be dragged over his farm, and the de- 
vices which the old gentleman put slyly 
forth to trap me into some 
unguarded treason to the butter and eggs of 
my bluegrass country were many and ingeni- 
ous. I stood my ground like a hero, but it

well done. I asked him whether he tried to 
make any *noney out of it. “Oh, no,” he 
said.

Surrounded by his wieces ard his books 
the old statesman and philosopher was a? un- 
reserved in his conversation as he wasand al 
ways is simple and cordial in his hospitality. 
One of the young ladies told me that the little 
househoid had got through over 200 voiumes 
last winter. 
WHAT A FALL IN CONVERSATION, 

The governor is a voracious and versatile 
reader, no jess than an attentive and wise ob- 
server of atfairs, and we talked of everything 
from Thomas A. Kempis to Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks. He playfuliy observed that the chief 
objection he had heard to the election of Mr. 
Carlisle to the speakership was that in some 
recent volumes published by one Mr. Froude 
there was a suspicion that he had mistreated 
his wife. Here I muststop. I know thatthe 
public is most curious to learn what Mr. Til- 
den’s views are of political affairs, current 


and prospective. I have § little, doubt 
that if had the right to 
speak, | could by faithfully 


reporting him, make myself at once enter- 
taining and instructive, but the opinions of 
every man are his own, and his house is sa- 
cred. Ineverknew a man more entirely 
frank in his intercourse with his friends than 
this sage of Greystone, but I am not his 
mouthpiece, and it is not for me to come all 
the way from Kentucky to New York to do 
that which he isso much better able to do 
for himself. {can say, however, for myself, 
that nothing passed that leads me to modify 
the opinion I have so often expressed that no 
power on earth can induce him to accept the 
presidency.

GONE TO THE JURY. 


The Peers Retire With What Remains of tae Star 
Lioute Case. 

Wasurncton, June 12.—The star route trial 
Virtually ended to-day with Judge Wylie’s 
charge to the jury, and the court adjourned 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow. The questions 
asked by some of the jurors before they re- 
tired, with regard to the arrangements for 
meals, sleeping accommodations, changes of 
clothing, etc, are taken as indications that 
they do notexpect to agree upon a verdict 
very soon. The jurors occupy a comfortable 
room in the new wing of the city hall. The 
bailiffs who have charge of them were 
specially sworn and instructed in their duties 
andevery precaution has beea taken by.the 
marshal to prevent any violation of the rules 
regulating the conduct of the jurors, du ing 
their deliberations. Various sensational re- 
ports with regard co alleged *‘jury fixing’g n 
this case are afloat, but they are believed to 
be entirely without foundation. 

THE JUDGE'S CHARGE, 

Judge Wylie, in his charge to the jury, after 
reminding them that public clamor, news- 
paper articles, and appeals to sympathy had 
ne part in the case, but that it mnst be de- 
cided on the evinence alone, said, in part, 
that no publie officer had a right to set up bis 


own policy against the policy of the law. It 
was his duty to obey the law, but a 
mere violation of the law by 
4 public oflicer was not 


vecessarily a crime. He might misunderstand 
his duty. He might be guided by intention 
to do public good. If there was no corrupt 
motive, it was not criminal. These remark 
were intended to apply to General Hrady, 
where the law said that in making increases 
in service, he must pay due regard to the 
rod: ctiveness and other circumstances. It 
ardiy seemed reasonable or fair for eee * to 
Say he disregarded productiveness. he 
judge next took up the question of conspira- 
cy. Conspiracy, he said, was charged to be a 
combination of intelligent beings to defraud 
the United States by fraud, fraudulent affi- 
davits, petitions and orders. The sta:ate of 
limitation covered with its protection 
le crimes committed more than 
years prior to the finding: of 
the indictment, which was delivered in court 
May 20th, 1882. The jury could not find a 
verdict of guilty against the defendants for 
anything done prior to May 20th, 1879, If 


convicted it must be for what they had done 
since that date. After learning all the facts 
the jury mustinfer from them wheter or 
not there was a conspiracy. If there oth- 
er evidence in the case tending toa different 
conclusion from a majority of facts, it must 


considered, but ue regard must 
be had to the weight of __ evi- 
dence. Judge Wylie then commented 


upon the attacks made upon the sufficiency 
of the indictment. He reviewed the evidence 
touching the beginning of the combination. 
Senator Dorsey, said ke seemed to exert a 
controlling influence over everybody in that 
business. He corrected their estimates and 
changed their bids, Being in the senate he 
could not beccme a contractor, So Miner 
was brought here, and with Peck and John 


Dorsey, secured’ 130 routes, bidding sepa- 
rately. They were mutually interested in 


the bids. Here was a community of interest. 
Altbough nota bidder Senator Dorsey seemed 
to be the most active man, not only in pre 
paring the bids, but in carrying ont the con- 
tracts. If he had: sinister and unlawful 
views, he was as guilty as if he had 
a contract. Everything depended upon 
the character of the combination whether 
unlawful or not. If the combination ceased 
after the 20th of May, 79, and in the absence 
of any proof of its dissolution the jury would 
have the right to presume the organization 
formed in April, '79, continued after tife stat- 
ute of limitations ceased, to protect. The 
jury must jadge of the character of the asso- 
ciation after that time by its antecedent’s his- 
tory, but it was not enough to find the exis- 
tence of the conspiracy. They must find an 
overt act, committed by some one of the de- 
fendants after the 20th of May, ’79. The court 
believed there was not asingle instance where 
the papers were filed within the statute 


of limitations. Judge Wylie then 
turned to the indictments. ne 
said an indictment should set 


out every overt act as having been done in 
pursuance of the conspiracy, and perhaps 
this indictment was defective in that respect, 
but that fault was cured by sections 1025 oi 
the statutes. For more than a year the in- 
dictment had been under constant fire, 
exposed to demurrers, and to every species of 
attack which the ingenuity of able counsel 
ceuld devise, but that fault bad never been 
mentioned. The indictment was defective 
throughoutin that way. It charged Brady’s 
orders with being fraudulent, withont alleg- 
ing that they were made in pursuance of a 
conspiracy, but the same statute cured that 
defect. and he would hold the indictment 
to be sufficient, as against the defendants, 
including Brady. Touching the amount of 
credence @) be ziven Rerdell’s testimony, 
Judge Wylie said it was not to be discredited, 
because it was that of an accomplice, if it 
was coroborated by other witnesses, and sus- 
tained by the material theory and aspect of 
the case. In considering the testimony given 
by the defendants, the jury must make 
allowance for the temptation to which they 
were exposed. He could not grant the gov- 
ernment's prayer that the jury be directed to 
regard, as a circumstance tending to 
prove the quiet refusal of the defense to 
produce books and other written evidence 
upon notice. The court thought the jury 
could findany other defendant guilty of con- 
spiracy with Rerdell. Tne court instructed 
the jury thatitwas their duty to find that 
there was no conspiracy if the facts proven 
could be accounted for by any reasonable 
hypothesis of innocence based upon the evyi- 
dence; also, that they might find a conspira 
cy between Peck and one of the defendants. 
A copy of the indictment was given the jury 
and they retired. The court took a recess 
until to-morrow morning. 

The star route jury at 10 o’clock had not 
agreed upon a verdict and were locked up for 
the night. me

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THE ROANOKE REVIVAL. 


The Remarks of Charles Dudley Warner on the Work 
Before the Southern College. 


SaALEMy,Va., June 12.—The Alumnz asso- 
ciation was addressed this morning by the 
annual orator. W. E. Craig, A. M.. of Staun- 
ton, Va. His subject was ‘‘The Characteris- 
tics of the Progress of this Age.’’ The second 
address by Rev. A. D. Mayo, D. D., of Boston, 
was on the subject, ‘“‘What is Education?’ 
Hon. John Goode, of Virginia, delivered the 
first address before the literary societies in 
the evening. Hissubject was ‘‘The One Ca- 
reer that Lies Before You.’’ The second ad- 
dress was delivered by Charles Dudley War- 
ner, of Connecticut,upon the subject of “One 
Work Laid upon the Southern College.’”’ In 
the course of his remarks he sad: ‘The 
other day, in the cemetery at Winchester, I 
sat down with a veteran of ‘‘Stonewall’s 
brigade,’”’ upon the chipped and _bro- 
ken gravestone of another veteran, 
Mujor-General Daniel Morgan—that was ner- 
tral ground—and taiked of the late war, It 
was a peaceful Sunday afternoon; the west 
wind stirred the trees in a low and not plain- 
tive music, the birds sarg the sOng of spring, 
and over the green fields we saw the sculp- 
turesque line of the Blue Ridge, at the foot 
of which runs the brawling Shenandoah, ‘I 
saw a differentsort of scene here one Sun- 
day,’ said my comrade, ‘‘when the Yankees 
held this ground and we lay over yonder, 
exchanging shot and shell, until we madea 
rush and drove them out, and all this ground 
was strewn with the dead.’”’ “No doubt 
you did it,’’ J added, *‘to the — chorus 
of your brigade, ‘That’s Stonewall Jackson s 
way.’”’ Asthe veteran recounted the Ee: 
ing and fighting qualities of the ‘‘Blue-Light 
Elder’’ of the song, I was reading on Morgan’s 
tombstone that ‘patriotism and valor were 
the prominent features of his character,’’ and 
that ‘‘the honorable services he rendered his 
country during the revolution crowned him 
with glory.”’ A few rods from where he 
sleeps in his glory lie, rank on rank, the con- 
federate soldiers, and in their midst a monu- 
ment—one of the most beautiful in the 
land—rises to the unknown dead. ‘‘Whothey 
were,” it says, ‘‘none know; what they were, 
all know;”’ and it declares, in enduring let- 
ters, “They died for the right.”” Over the 
wall, in an adjoining field, lie, rank on rank, 
the union soldiers, with their monument, 
and the flag of the union flying over them. 
They also died for the right. Alas, and alas! 
how many menin opposite camps, all down 
the line of history, die for the right, give all 
they have to give, their lives, and God over. 
rules the sacrifice to his own great purposes. 
There is only one right, ‘*There is,’ said the 
downcast caliph of Granada, Ibn-l-ahmar, 
when his followers hailed him conqueror, on 
his return from his victorious assault upon 
Cordova, “there is no conqueror but 
God.” ‘Terrible,’ wrote De Quincy, ‘‘is the 
agriculture of God.’’ Mystery of Providence, 
that this terrible agriculture of war seems in- 
evitable, that no nation has escaped it, nay, 
more, that no nation bas been consolidated 
and compacted into vigor and power and con- 
sequence, without the experience of the dee 
plowing and harrowing of a@ civil war. it 
seems to be the awful ordeal that knits a peo- 
ple together. Thank God, it is over with us. 
And we can see now—they who went down 
in it no doubt know now—that the blood of 
the south, shed for whatever purpose, ming- 
ling with the blood of the north, is the cement 
of the union. Se 


FIRE IN THE MINES. 


Thirty Mules hilled by an Explosion and Sever Hiu- 
man Lives Prebably Lest. 

Brarwwoop, Lil., July 12.—Last night a fire 
broke out in shaft Gin this city, and has 
raged ever since, despite the continued efforts 
of the fire department. A violent explosion 
occurred, Thirty-two mules were consumed, 
and it is rumored that several men are lost. 
The shaft is one of the most valuable in the 
coal fields, and was worked solely by negroes. 
The loss is probably very large. 


| . CROOK’S RETURN. 


THE INDIAN RAIDER RELATES HIS 
ADVENTURES. 


ATrip of Two Hundred Miles Over Fiint Rock and 
Through Desert Climes—An Indian Camp Sure 
prised and the Jumstes Captured—A Boy 
“Recovered Thought to be McComas. 


‘Lccson, A. T., June 12.—A courier arrived 
at Tombstone last night from Crook’s head- 
quarters-at Silver Creek, Arizona, bringing 
the first official information of Crook’s expe- 
dition. it left American soil on the 3rd of 
May, marching 200 miles southeast from San 
Bernardina to the boundary line of Chihuahua 
and Sonora, following the trail of the hostiles 
Crook. was guided by an Apache 
named Nadaski, who was captured near San 
Carlos. Just previousto the expedition’s de- 
parture, at a point about 200 miles south of 
the line, the command crossed Sierra Madre 
range and advanced 50 miles over an inde- 
scribably rédughArail eight mules being kill- 
ed by falling over precipices—and pressed on 
without delay. The men were rendered near- 
ly barefoot by the sharp rocks, After four- 
teen days hard marching day and night the 
Indian camps of Chato and Banito were dis- 
covered in tae heart of the Sierra Madres in 
an almost impregnable position. The Apaches 
did not dream of an attack, for an entrance 
to their stronghold was next to impossible, 
and the warriors were principally out-on raids 
under Juh, only thirty-nine bucks being in 
camp with the women and children, | 

SURROUNDING THE CAMP. 

The San Carlos scouts, under Captain 
Crawford and Lieutenant Atwood and 
Mickey Free ‘and the chiefs of the scouts sur- 
roinded the camps before the hostiles were 
aware of their proximity. They advanced 
from different points—the scouts secreted 
t*'emselvyes behind rocks and commenced 
firing upon the camp creating a perfect panic. 
A number: succeeded in escaping though 
nearly all surrendered. Seven were found 
dead in camp and five Mexican women 
and little girl were recaptured and 
taken from Carmen and Chihuahua, and are 
now with Crook, in good health. Everything 
in the camp was burned or carried off by the 
scouts, Among the property captured were 
one hundred ponies and mules, forty being 
loaded with plunder, saddles, girths, clothes. 
gold and silver watches, and several thousand 
dollars in goid- and silver and greenbacks, 
showing they had been very successful in 
their raids. After the fight mostof those 
who escaped camein. Altogether 383 prison- 
ers were taken: The chiefs captured -were 
Chato, Bonito, Geronimo, Nachez, Soco, and 
Nana; the two latter were long reported 
dead. 

A SIX YEAR OLD BOY RECOVERED. 

The chiefs say an American boy six years 
old was captured a month ago in New Mexico 
and is now with the squaws in the mountains. 
He is without doubt, Charlie McComas. Run- 
ners were sent out and he is expected in hour- 
ly. After the fight the command with the 
prisoners marched leisurely back to American 
soil, and the entire command, with 
prisoners, are now encamped on Silver 
creek, about sixty miles south of 
Tombstone. Nota man of Crook’s command 
was lost during the campaign. The courier 
states that the reason General Crook remains 
at Silver creek is that he isawaiting news from 
the secretary of war as to what disposition he 
shall make of the Indians, as Mr. Wilcox. 
the agent at San Capioe, refused to receive 
them, and he (Genéfal Crook) will go back 
to Sierra Madres after the rest of uostiles, 
if. they do not come. : 

~ MONEY hneTHe clip. ~ 7° 

Tucson, June 12.—In conversation with the 
courier, he stated that the hostiles had plenty 
of money. One old squaw who was the pos- 
sessor of three bills, made inquiry of some 
one at Colonel Biddle’s as to the value of her 
possessions. Upon being informed that the 
notes were worth five dollars each, she 
rrrunted and decided not to negotiate, and 
pointed with her skinny finger to a naught 
after the figure five on each note. Quitea 
number of bucks had silver stars and other 
ornaments beaten out of Mexican dollars 
on their headgear, while several had Ameri- 
can double eagles made into neckiaces. A 
rough estimate of the amount of wealth 
among them is fully five thousand duilars, 
and probably more. The troops stated that 
the place wherdhe capture occurred is the 
prettiest spot on earth, and the road leading 
to it rougher than mortal man ever trod. 
Large numbers of hostiles seemed pleased 
with the situation, evidently expecting an 
immediate return to San Carlos reservation. 
The only complaint was from the squaws, 
whose bucks were among those who made 
their escape. The officers of the expedition 
stated that Crook had surrounded the Indians 
before they were aware of his presence, and 
that if ne had not doneso it would have taken 
six months and all the men in Arizona to 
have captured them. 

A MODEST OFFICER. 

As an illustration of General Crook’s mod- 
esty and the total absence of fuss and feathers 
in his make up, it may be stated that, al- 
though the fight and capture occurred on the 
17th of last month, be leisurely retraced his 
steps to camp Supply at Silver Creek, not 
sending a courier ahead to signal his move- 
ments. The first intimation had of Crook’s 
return was the arrival of a lieutenant at Colo- 
ne] Biddle’s headquarters, at 8 a.m. Sunday, 
with dispatches from Camp Bowie, the nearest 
army telegraph station. Upon making in- 
quiry concerning the general who was sup- 
posed to be one hundred miles distant in the 
Sierra Madres, imagine the supprise that 
awaited the camp when informed that 
General Crook was only two hours be- 
hind with the captured Apaches. 

HIS RIDE INTO CAMP. 

About 10 o’clock the, general rode into 
camp with his escort, and greeted Colonel 
Biddie with a “nice morning, colonel,’ and 
straightway struck out for a wash basin, 
whicn he had spied, and was soon engaged in 
performing his ablutions, after which he 
threw himself into a camp stool and engaged 
in conversation about his campaign in an off- 
hand way as if hunting the fiercest and most 
cruel foe on the continent, in the wildest and 
most inaccessible country to be found, was a 
matter of every day occurrence. It is report- 
ed that the loss to the Indians in the fight 
was seven bucks, and a lieutenant, whose 
name is unknown, was the only person 
wounded in General Crook’s command, and 
he was but slightly injured. 

GENERAL CROOK’S OFFICIAL REPORT. 

Saw Francisco, June 12.—The following 
dispatch from General Crook was received at 
the military headquarters this afternoon: 
“Sriver CREEK, Arizona, 12 miles north of 
the boundary via Tombstogge» June 12.—I 
left here on May 1, with 193" Apache scouts, 
under Captain Crawford. Got Lieuten- 
ants Wood and Mackey, with Captain Chaf- 


fie’s company of 42 men, of 
the 6th cavalry, and “rations for 
two months, on mules, and followed 


the hostiles. The Chiracahua country is of 
indescribable roughness, and a number of 
mules lost tueir footing, and stepping from 
the trail fell down the Erte and were 
killed. The stronghold of the Chiracahuas is 
in the very heart of the Sierra Madres. The 
position is well watered, and there isa dense 
vrowth of timber and plenty of grass. They 
ad been cam near the head of 
the Bayiope, occupying & prominent elevated 
peak, affording a fine outlook for miles, and 
rendering surprise almost impossible, and 
their retreats were made secure through the 
rough adjacent canons. Captain Crawford,

THE FIGHT. 

The fight lasted all day and the village was 
wiped out. The damage cannot be estimated. 
A number of dead bodies were found, but the 
indescribable roughness of the country pre- 
vented @ count being made, The entire cam P, 
with stock and everything belonging to it, was 
captured, It Was learned from the prisoners 

en thatthe Chiracahuas were unanimous 
for peace, and that they had already sent two 
a to try to reach San Carlos. On the 
ith they began to surrender. They 
said their people were much frightened by 
our sudden appearance in their fastnesses, 
and had scattered like quail. They asked me 
to remain until they couid gather all their 
bands together, when they would go back to 
the reservation. B y the terms Of the treaty 
my operations were limited to the time of the 
fight. I told the Chiracabuas to gather up 
their women and children without delav. 

' ANXIOUS TO SURRENDER. f 

They answered that they could not get 
theny to respond to the signal, the fugitives 
fearing they might be sent by our Apache 
scouts toentrapthem. They rold us they 


jumped byour scouts. He had run off with 
the squaws, who escaped, and who had not 
yet been heard from. They assured me that 
every one of the band should come in if I 


would remain a short time, but the 
terms. of the treaty embarrassed me 
greatiy, and being in that rough region, with 


rations rapidly disappearing, there being. be- 
tween 300 and 400 Chiracahuas to feed, I was 
compelled to return with the Chiracahuas, 
We fotnd 6 Mexican captives, 5 women and 
1 child taken in Chihuahua early in “May. 
They are now with the command. .These wo- 
men say they were captured near the Mexican 
centraLat a place called Carmen. 
ALARMED BY THE SCOUTS, 

They further state that when the Chiraca- 
huas auscovered that the Apache scouts were 
in theeountry they became greatly alarmed, 
and abandoned on the trail turee hundred 
head of cattle they were driving away from 
points in western Chihuahua. The cattle 
were afterward picked up and driven off by 
a body of Mexicans. We marched back as 
rapid/y as the condition ef the stock and 
strength of the women and children would 
permit We found the country depopulated 
for a distance of 100 miles from the Apache 
stronghold. The Chiracahuas insisted that they 
have aiways lived in the Sierra Madres, and 
that even when the main body went on the re- 
servation some remained behind in the moun- 
tains. -Of these who now went out there are 
a number who state that they have never 
been om the reservation. 

CLEARING THEM OUT, 

I have strong hopes of being able to clear 
the mountains of the last of these. There are 
now with us Loco and Nana, who were so 
often reported killed, and the families of 
other prominent chiefs. I saw no Mexican 
troops, and after leaving the settlements in 
northeastern Sonora did not see a Mexican 
other than the captives rescued. I have such 
assurances that the white boy will be broughr 
back alive that [am looking for him every 
minute, and will inform you by courier.

' THE QUEEN'S LIFE. 


THE DANGEROUS CHARACTER OF 
HER ILLNESS, 


The Startling Rumor that She Wil! Find tt Necessary 
to Abdicate in Pavor of Albert Edward—An Am~ 
bassador Sends the News to His Sover<« 
eignu—The Queen and Spiritualism. 


Wasuinc7Ton, June 12.—The Herald, of this 
city, publishes the following startling bit of 
news: I am fortunate enough to furnish the 
readers of the Sunday Herald, this week, 
with some very important news. A represen 
tative of one of the prominent European 
powers tells me that a very serious event is 
impending in England, which is the abdica- 
tion of the queen. The reason given for this 
most unexpected course are her majesty’s 
fast failing health, and increasing unwil- 
lingness, and sometimes an _ inability on her 


part to perform the duties incident tu govern- 
ment. For some years the queen has been a 
mild believer in ‘spiritualism. She thought 
the spirit of her dead husband used to assist 
her in working out questions which perplex- 
ed and sometimes annoyed her, Since the 
death of her favorite servant, John Brown, 
she has been very much depressed, and final- 
ly it was necessary to remove her to Bal- 
moral, where some of her happiest days were 
spent witb the lover and husband of her youth. 

Iam told that some very pathetic scenes 
took place at her last visit there. She seemed 
to feel the actual presence of her dead prince, 
and talked as though he were by her side. 
This, and other occurrences, fnghtened and 
alarmed her daughter Beatrice very greatly, 
and she insistéd that-some of the other mem- 
bers of the family should come down at once. 
The life of Princess Beatrice must be some- 
thing dreary. beyond words. 

But, toresume. It was telegraphed from 
London, by the ambassador of a great power, 
to his sovereign, on Wednesday last, that the 
abdication of the queen of England was im- 
ponies, and would probably occur very 
soon. From any other than this most relia- 
ble source I should doubt it. The queen has 
clung to the visible endowments of the 
throne with such tenacity, that she must 
have greatly changed before the thought 
was bearable. But the breakdown of her 
health has been followed by . melancholia of 
the most prongunced type. Itseems not to be 
generally known, that the trouble with the 
queen's knee comes from a large ulcer, of a 
scrofalous and .cancerous nature, that has 
formed under the knee joint, which, in spite 
ofall that can be done, is eating its way 
through muscle and*nerve to the bone, and 
her condition is very serious indeed. 

The abdication of the queen and succes- 
sion of the prince of Wales-as prince regent, 
would change the whole condition of English 
politics. He would be a very popular raler, 
2s heisa very strict liberal, a curious politi- 
cal faith for England’s coming king. The 
old tory party would be torn to bits, for it 
would, of course. be loyal, and to be so would 
have to adopt the very thing it detests the 
most.

The Trial of O’Donovan Reoasa’s Dupesin England in 
Progress—Golng to Court. 

Lonpon, June 12.—The trial of the men 
concerned in the’ dynamite conspiracy, who 
are charged with treason felony, was resumed 
this morning.

A RASCALLY MARQUIS 


Whe Led Hundreds of His Countrymen Into Disease 
and Death. : 

Paris, June 12.—The trial was begun to-day 
of. the Marquis de Rays and seventeen other 
persons, Who are charged with manslaughter, 
fraud and infringement of the public com- 
panies and emigration laws. In July, 1877, 
the Marquis de Rays advertised land for sale 
in the island of Port Breton in Oceanica, and 
inaugurated ascheme for emigration thereto. 
The legitimist papers interested themselves 
in the enterprise, and five million francs 
were subscribed to further it. Of this sum 
the Marquis de Rays pockted 
two million francs. It is stated 
that 200,000 hectores of land. were sold, 
although the island only contains 7,000 hec- 
tores. The marquis had maps of the island 
published,in which were indicated imaginary 
houses, churches and roads. He also institut- 
ed militia and gen d’armerie forces, and the 
necessary civil officers. Finally he dispatch- 
ed to the island four old sailing ships with a 
number of emigrants, a majority of whom 
perished under the most miserable circum- 
stances, On one vessel 30 emigrants died dur- 
ing the passage, 250 more died from hunger 
and disease after reaching Point Breton, and 
5 others were captured and eaten by the na- 
tives of the island. Only 100o0f the unfortun- 
ate people succeeded in reaching a friendly 
country.

The Crops and Labor. 
From the Albany News. 


In a conversation with Mr. Renben Jones, 
of Baker county, yesterday, the News and 
Advertiser gleaned considerable information 
as to the crops of Baker and Early counties. 
Last week Mr. Jones drove over to Biakely, a 
distance of 45 miles, going one way, and re- 
turning another. His object was to look at 
the crops, as he reports to both Bradstreet 
and Commissioner Henderson, and heisa con- 
scientious and able one. His  obser- 
vations may be summed up about as follows: 
Corn and cotton are about 15 or 20 days late, 
but have fully recovered from the effects ‘of 
the cold spell, and are now looking remark- 
ably healthy and vigoreus. Fall oats are 
fully up to last year, while s ring oats are 
light. The acreage in corn is about the same 
as last year; cotton 5 to 10 per cent less, and 
all crops are generally in good condition. 

He thinks that farmers have no reason to 
complain at the prospect, except thatit is a 
little late,and he does not regard that as a 
serious misfortune, because there is yet plenty 
of time for crops to mature with good seasons, 


‘Bat there is a question that serious! y vexes 
the farmer, and that is the labor question. 
Mr. Jones says that labor has fallen off about 
“0 per cent, and this embraces not only the 
quantity, but the quality also. Complaints 
are made that all the efficient labor— 
young men- who are active and 
profitable—are drawn off to the turpentine 
works, leaving the farmers with the old men, 
women and children. This drawing off of 
choice labor occasioned the falling off in the 
acreage in cotton, 

This is about the situation of affairs in Mr. 
Jones's territory, and may be relied upon a5 a 
fair statement of the situation.

a sister of Mr. M. C, Wootten, and widow of Captain 
Thomas Ragland, who fell before Atlanta in 1564, 
while in command of the regiment. She was a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church at Uchee and had many 
friends there andin Columbus who will regret to 
hear of herdeath. She was about forty years old 
and leaves three sons all about grown. She wasa 
most estimable lady and in her death the commu- 
nity in which she lived, as well as her family, sus- 
tains an irreparable loss. 

Monday was spent in Muscogee superior court in 
the trial of Marion Brittain charged with the mur- 
der of an old negro woman near the city a few 
months ago. Solicitor-General Grimes conducted 
the prosecution and Colonel B. A. Thornton apd 
McNeill & Levy represented the defendant. The 
defense was based principally upon the alleged in- 
sanity of the accused which was offered under a 
general plea of not guilty. Witnesses were intro- 
duced who testified thatthey never thought him 
of sound mind, and that at times he was danger- 


ous. An old negro woman who had 
belonged to the family for years 
testified that he was never considered of 


sound mind and that he on¢e attempted to cut her 
throat. It was also in evidence that his mother was 
ifsane at the time of her death. There was no 
doubt that he committed the crime with which he 
was charged, and the question was whether he 
was in a condition at the time to know right from 
wrong.

These facts should be made known that no injus- 
tice bé done anvone, and that the blame for such 
cause of complaint be lodged where it belongs,

A Little Houseon the Brow of a Hil, Which Runs 
Down tl; Laved by the Waters cf the Wahoo 
Bermuda Grease and Fine Cattie—The 

Use of Machinery— War on Stumps. 


From the Coweta County Advertiser, 

Last Friday was a perfect day. The bright 
sunshine was flooding the fields and forests 
the white caps were floating high in the sky, 
and a delightful breeze was blowing, which 
only lacked the salt smell to make one shut 
their eves and imagine themselves beside the 
glorious sea, It wasthe time fora ride into 
the country, and we were longing to be out 
among the green fields when Mr. H. H. Parks 
came into our office and said he had come to 
take us to see bis farm. A brisk drive of two 
miles and his place was reached—a beautiful 
little farm on the banks of Wahoo. The 
house is a neatand comfortable cottage, ad- 
mirably located on the brow of a bill, amid 
luxuriant shade, while just in front flows a 
heautiful stream, which a quarter of a mile 


further on unites with that from which the 


entering the fields our eye detected the

“I see you have your land terraced,’’ we re- 
marked. : 

Yes,’ replied Mr. Parks; ‘‘the first terrac- 
ing | ever saw was that which I did here with 
my own hands. When | first read about it I 
was satisfied it was what we needed ia this 

country. By the way I’see in your interview 
with Mr. Arnold on this subject which has 
been so widely coped throughout the state, 
that he says he heard a friend call hillside 
ditches ‘secret robbers.’ I was the man who 
so designated them, and I would be glad to 
see the day when they are forever abolished, 
I believe it is pot far distant.” 

“Are you not makinga specialty of 

BERMUDA AND JOHNS@N GRASS?”’ 

“Yes. There can be no question but that 
Bermuda is the best pasture grass in the 
world. It is the most nutritious and the 
more itis tramped by stock the better it 
grows. lam satisfied, moreover, that it is 
confined to Georgia. Ireached this conclu- 
sion by accidentally coming across some wire 
grass on my farm. Iwas struck with its re- 
semblance to the Bermuda, though when 
they are put side by side there isa great dif- 
ference. itis a much coarser grass, with only 
two seed prongs at the top, and it has seed 
while Bermuda has three or four prongs and 
no seed, I therefore came to the conclusion 
that what was called bermuda in other states 
was nothing but Wire grass, and investigation 
has proven me coirect, As the real Bermuda 
is so valuable for pasturage | resolved to make 
an effort to introduce it into other sections of 
the country, and advertised that 1 would ship 
roots tu purties desiring is.”’ 

“What bas been the result?’ 

“My most Sanguine expectations have 
been more than realized, and I am constantly 
receiving ordersfrom all parts ofthe south 
and west.’ 

We had by this time reached the creek, and 
hitched our horse in theshade. Desiring still 
further information, we asked: 

“What does the Johnson grass look like?’ 

‘Come over here and I will show you,”’ 
said Mr. Parks, ashe leaped across:a wide 
ditch. ‘This is it.”’ 

We examined it closely, and tous, with its 
long broad leaves, itseemed a high-bred be- 
twee Oats and corn. ’ 

“There are three acres in this horse-shoe 
piece of ground,’ our gnide and instructor 
continued; ‘‘and I baye planted it with the 
roots of this grass and sown it in oats. When 
the oats are barvesied the grass will come to 
the front, and by next season the field will be 
well set. Just over bere,’ and he leaped an- 
other diich while we followed, “‘isa quarter 
ofan acre, from which 1 took the roots to 
plant the piece we bave just left. You see I 
have still a beautiful stand. Last year i cut 
from this little place a full ton of hay, equal 
to four tons to the acre. Itis worth a doilar 
and a halfa hundredin Newnan, or $120 an 
acre. Next yearmy three acres will yield 
me at least $350 without any expense except 
for cutting and saving, which, with a reaper 
andrake, will be very little. The. Jobnson 
grass for hay leads ali the others.’’ 

THE USE OF MACHINERY, 

“What reaper do you use?” 

‘The Standard. Itis by far the best of 
themall, and isthe only reaperthat can be 
successfully used on rough land. I have sold 
large nunibers of them, and they have never 
failed to givesatisfaction.’’ We then retraced 
our steps ang came back to the buggy. Mr. 
Parks took the horse we had driven and 
another that was ready—a beautiful pair of 
blacks, fat and tull of spirit—and drove them 
across the bridge and outintoa lovely tract of 
bottom land, which was as level asa fioor, and 
entirely free from stumps. ‘‘Now,’’ said he, 
“I want to show you how to make money by 
farming. Hereisan unfinished !and, and 
the stubble you see is thick. I willhitch my 
horses tothis sulky turning-plow and shuw 
bow nicely | can fix this soil.” 

He then mounted his seat, and in a little 
while, without more labor than riding in a 
buggy. he bad the land thoroughly broken up, 
at least ten inches deep, and said he could 
break it fourteen inches if desired. The 
plowed soil was of course fulleof large clods, 
and when we cailed his attention to it he 
laughed and said it was to them he was going 
to pay his respectsat once. Taking his horses 
from the plow, he hitched them to the Acme 
harrow, which bas two rows of steel blades — 
one beliind the other, and one row covering 
one way and one the other—and all of them 
slanting backwards. In front of the first beam 
isaheavy board put on at an angle of about 
forty-five degrees, and under this all the clods 
must pass. As they pass under the board they 
are crushed, while the sbarp blades complete- 
‘y pulverizes the soil. Mr. Parks drove rapid- 
iy over the ground just plowed and soon it 
was assmooth as agarden. It was ,hard to 
realize that only a few minutes before it had 
been in such a rough state. ‘“‘Nowl aim ready 
for planting,’ he said, and putting his horses 
his cultivator, which had the corn pianter 

tached, he took his seat ready to start. 

“Lam pow going to show you how I can 
ay off a row, drop the corn, cover it, and bed 
on it with four furrows at one tip across the 
ueid.,”’ 

He put the horses in motion and the ma- 
chine worked like a charm. The corn fell 
regularly in the opened furrow, while the 
four plows covered it and threw up a bed o 
four furrows, leaving but a small space in thf 
hiddle, 

“Do you use this machine for cultivating 
your crop?’ 

“Certainly, One man and two horses can 
Go the work of four men and four horses, and 
{he man can ride besides.”’ 

“Is it not hard to guide?” 

“By no means. All you bave to do is to 
keep the wheel in the last furrow and it will 
do the balance. It is simply a question of 
“riving. and with a steady team this is very 
easily done.”’ 

“How much can be cultivated by the use of 
‘is machinery which we have seen and the 
reaper of which you spoke?’ 

“Iwo men, with two good horses, can cul- 
byatetwo hundred acres of smooth land in 
Colton, corn, wheat and oats-—I mean they 
can do ail the plowing, harrowing and reap- 
ing.”’ 

I suppose it is impossible to use this culti- 
vator on rough land.”’ 

“Of course itis. Itcan never be used on 
very broken farms, but there are thousands 
of acres of land in ‘this country where the

“How did you happen to get on this line of 
farming?”

I brought the first Jersey heifers into Coweta 
county, and for some time gave special atten- 
tion tothem. I got behind and had to sell 
my Jerseys to pay up. I had about made up 
my mind to quit farming and go to something 
else more profitable, Then the idea of usin 
machinery occurred to me, and I determine 
to try it. and found ita perfect success. I 
have no hired man on my place, andI will 
make more working hardly half my time than 
I made before by employing several hands. I 
shall have at least 500 bushels of cern to sell 
on last year’s crop, and more than that much 
on my crop this year. I think 1 will makea 
thousand bushels of small grain. Ih fact I 
am improving my farm and making money 
on it, besides giving more than half my time 
to the introduction of this machinery among 
our farmers. Furman and Hunnicutt are 
right—the intensive system of farming is the 
only true one. {[f to this be added labor-sav- 
ing machines, doing the same amount of 
work and doing it easier, and yet dispensing 
with three men and two horses for each 
machine, then fortunes will be made out of 
the soil, and that, too,in avery few years.’

THE TORNADO QUESTION. 

. The fear of tornadoesextends to fully three- 
fourths of the country, if not to the whole 
of it. No one,likes high winds, and yet no 
one knows a remedy for them, or even much 
about their origin. The signal service people 
tell us however that nine of our dangerous 
winds out of ten are not cyclones, but small 
violent storms bred out of large storms, and 
accompanied by a great degree of heat or 
cold. If alarge storm is passing over Geor- 
gia, local atmospheric conditions might cre- 
ate several tornadoes, not one of which would 
touch any considerable portion of the state. 

Cities can claim no special immunity from 
such visitations, but as the cities form such a 
small part of the area of the country, they are 
rarely damaged by a tornado. Their physical 
insignificance is their best hope, and yet Kan- 
sas City, Racine and Beloit, all good-sized 
towns, have this year been seriously damaged 
by such storms. Itis thought that a block 
of substantial buildings would be 
apt demoralize that portion 
of the destructive cloud which dips down in 
cone or funnel shape to the earth, but it might 
do great damage in the suburbs, or to the roofs 
and spires of the central portion of a well- 
builttown. A street might be laid waste, but 
a whele city could not well be destroyed by a 
tornado. 7 

Tornadoes Have no particular season, al- 
though May and June are their favorite 
months. They come as a rule in very hot 
weather, and rain and hail often precede 
them. The tornado is simply a vast cone or 
vortex of rapidly circling wind, the rotary 
motion being frequently fifty times as great 
asthe forward movement. The usual dis- 
tance a torftado travels is from eight te ten 
miles before it is dissipated, though some 
* have een traced for fifty miles. Therefore 
the recent destruction in the southwest and 
lake region has resulted from a number of 
distinct storms, though all were parts of a big 
blow in the respective sectiens at the time. 
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Something of a gale is a necessary ingredient. 


to bring about the conditions within which 
the formation ofa tornado can occur. An- 
other form of explanation offered as to the 
origin of tornadoes was that when a current 
of hot air arising from the surface of the earth 
by reason of its rarified condition passes 
through a cooler atmospheric current an em- 
bryo tornado is formed. 

Sergeant Finley has investigated over 600 
tornadoes, 33 of which arosein Georgia. He 
Says that all these storms moved, with few 
exceptions, from southwest to northeast, the 
whirl being from right to left, swaying from 
one side tothe other in-its onward course. 
The right, or south side of the course, is the 
position of greatest danger. Persons living in 
regions frequented by tornadoes‘are advised 
to prepare underground dwellings at conven- 
ient distances from their houses. Each 
should be large enough to admit at least from 
ten to fifteen persons, and to hold valuable 

articles taken from the houses for safety. In 
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selecting a locality, all things considered, it | 
would be best, if possible, fo cut into a side 
hill or knoll. and to make the entrance to the 
retreat flush with the adjoining sides of the 
bank. In any event the underground dwel- 
ling should be so constructed as to prevent 
the least possible obstruction to the free sweep 
of the wind in the passage of a tornado. The 
natural contour of the earth, properly sup- 
ported from beneath, forms the roof, and the 
ventilation should be by means of one or 
more box pipes, about eight inches square, 
the upper ends of which should be level with 
the surface, and covered with a network of 
iron rods. The entrance door should be made 
of heavy timbers with strong bolts, and the 
openings in itshould be as smal]! as possible, 
and also protected by a network of iron rods.

THE LARD CASE. 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean is clearly right 
when it says that all Chicago lard is on trial. 
It might have added, all packing-house lard. 
The 250 tierces in question are confessedly a 
sample lot from the factory of the Anglo- 
American packing and provision company, 
and itis not probable that the company on 
trial makes any poorer lard than the other 


large establishments in the northwest. 
The Fowlers, who control the 
Anglo-American company, would be 


glad to institute a comparative test. They 
are confident their lard is as good as any 
other lard made in Chicago. But this is not 
what the people want. ‘When the culinary 
department,’ says the Inter-Ocean, “‘of the 
househould wants and buys lard, lard it 
should get, and not tallow or any other kind 
of grease.’’ 

The Chicago papers should have credit for 
boldly demanding a full and thorough inves- 
tigation of the matter. They demand the 
real facts andall the facts. There must be, 
they say, no whitewashing. But 
how are the people to know all when the in- 
vestigation is conducted secretly and only a 
summary of the evidence published? It 
would be much better for all concerned if 
every bit of the investigation were cdnducted 
before all who desire to hear it. The next 
best thing will be a publication of all the tes- 
timony. ‘The world of lard consumers,’’ 
says the Chicago: Tribune, ‘‘is vitally inter- 
ested in knowing whether or no its food is 
tampered with by the manufacturer. The 
presence or absence of cotton seed oil, Mis- 
souri dirt, Canada clay, the scrapings of bogus 
butter-molds, the fat of animals which have 
died of disease, or any other false and fraud- 
ulent substance in the lard-tank of any of our 
packing houses is the point upon which the 
consumer wants informatiyvn. It may not be 
the duty of the board to go out ot its way to 
solicit testimony on this point; but it is its 
duty to receive and publish all such evidence 
in that direction as may be offered by parties 
who think it belongs to their presentation 


of the case.’ Anything less than this 
will leave all Chicago lard under 


a cloud, and the directors of Chicago’s board 
of trade would trifle with an important inter- 
st if they withhold from the public any evi- 
dence, or attempt to institute comparison in 
lard manufacture. Chicago lard is undoubt- 
ly as good as St. Louis or Kansas City lard, but 
the people want to know if any western lard 
is Simply lard, or whetherit is all a com- 
pound of substances that are cheap if not 
vile.

In view of the remarkable display of wind 
and lungs in the star route trial, the New 
York World is moved to write an editorial 
lamenting the decay of oratory. Qur con- 
temporary is justified in commenting upon 
the tremendous farce which has culminated 
in speeches nine days long, but its lamenta- 
tions are misdirected.

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COTTON IN CINCINNATI. 
Cincinnati handled in the old steamboat 


days about one hundred thousand bales of 
‘“‘spot’’ cotton- a year, and even after the rail 
roads supplanted the boats the trade was well 
maintajned;- but of late there hasbeen sucha 
marked decline that Cincinnati begins to 
think the trade is to passentirelyaway. Last 
year the dealers and brokers of Cincinnati 
handled 70,000 bales, and out of this year’s 


large crop it is estimated that 
they will not handle, all told, 


over 25,000 bales. Some of the old dealers of 
the city are preparing to go to.St. Louis; but 
eveu in that city the trade is not prosperous. 
The railroads are carrying the cotton of Texas 
‘and even of Arkansas to coast points, and 
cities that are not directly in the route to the 
sea cannot long hope to handle much cotton; 
for to the price of putting cotton in eitherSt. 
Louis or Cincinnati must be added the /‘arbi- 
trary’ of the trunk-line pool; and the sum 
total is pretty sure to be higher than the cost of 
carrying the cotton by the most direct 
route to the sea. Norcan the railroads afford 
‘to give St. Louis‘and Cincinnati rates that 
will permit them to control any considerable 
portion of the trade,. It is a question of mile- 
age in the long run, and the short lines will 
get the business. Cotton is going out of its 
natural road when it leaves the direct road to 
the sea. Thesouth Atlantic and gulf ports 
will get the greater part of the crop, because 
from them it can be inexpensively forwarded 
to its final destination. The attempt to 
carry cotton by rail to points north 
ef the Ohio river before starting it to- 
wards the final market is of a piece with the 
attempts to manufacture cotton away from 
the cotton fields, orirona thousand miles 
away from the ore beds. Failure awaits all 
such unnatural, unprofitable and artificial 
movements, and in theend trade, like manu. 
factures, will find its proper channel and 
home. , 


GOOD COUNTRY ROADS. 

Colonel George Adair smashes the nail on 
the head when he proposes'that the county 
commissioners shal] issue bonds of the coun- 
ty and build up a fine system of country 
roads—of macadamized roads, if possible. 

No city iv the state has more beautiful or 
thrifty suburbs than Atlanta. She is almost 
literally set in a nestof farms and gardens, 
and they grow prettier and prettier every 
year. But for six months of the year it is al- 
most impossible to get to them. The mud 
on the roads takes a wagonwheel to the hub, 
and often more than this. The résult is that 
the “suburban people are shut up in 
their homes, and the town folks 
are kept in the city. It costs more than eggs, 
chickens and butter is worth to carry it to 
market, and Tennessee is drawn on to supply 
us with these things when our own county 
might supply two such cities as Atlanta if 
there were only turnpike roads to bow] it 
over. . 

The county tax is low, and the county is 
practically without debt. Our credit is high 
and a long time bond would sell at low inter- 
est. If every principal street leading out of the 
city was macadamized or turnpiked to the 
county line, the increased yalue of country 
lands would provide the interest and a sink- 
ing fund, if the tax raté were kept where it is 
at present. 

Col- 
onel Adair and his fellow commissioners can 
find no more lasting or nobler monument 
than to give Fulton a fine system of road- 
ways.

By the 
will of the late Levi Hale Willard $150,000 was given 
for the purchase of a collection for permanent exhi-

EX-SENATOR BLAINE. 


Some Facts About His Book—Me Has Everything He 
Wants. 
Washington Special to the Chicago Tribune. 

During the closing days of the cabinet career of 
James G. Blaine his face wore such a look ef ghast- 
ly pallor that every one thought he could not live 
long. Since his retirement to private life ne has 
completely regained his health. His eyes are 
brightand his color as fresh as fifteen years ago. 
His large new house near the Stewart castle, in the 
northwestern part of the city, is ina high and 
healthful location. Mr. Blaine works five hours 
each day upon his history of the political period 
from Lincoln to Garfield. It will 
be in two volumes. The first, of 600 
pages, is nearly completed. It will probably be fin- 
ished within the next thirty days and issued early 
inthe fall. Much of the first book is already in 
type. The opening volume, instead of beginning 
directly with the war, has a preliminary chapter of 
100 pages, reviewing the main incidents of our 
political history which led tothe war. This chap- 
ter reaches back to 1852. The two volumes wil. be 
illustrated with fifty steel engraved portraits of the 
leaders in the period described by Mr. Blaine. 
He does not extend his book so 
as to include the Garfield administration, 
because he dees not believe he would be credited 
with an absence ot prejudiceim tellirg the story, 
“all of which he saw and a part of which he was.”’ 
He nas not decided yet whether he will ever: write 
this history or whether he willleave the mass of 
documents and fetters he has in his safe to be usec 
by some one else afterhim. Mr. Blaine has in his 
mind the writing of several histories. He is only 
fifty-three. His active polivical career closed at 
fifty-one. He has greatav€aith, a beautiful house, 
and havidg enjoyed nearly af the henors of poli- 
tics, is really content to sit back asa spectator and 
contribute valuable additions to the political 
history of his time. Mr. Blainesaid toa caller the 
otherevening: ‘‘You have no idea how much 
comfort! find in living in quiet and in sleeping 
long hours. Ieat a good wvreakfast, work in my 
library with my secretary five hours, and late in the 
day leata dinner that would docredit to a young 
man. lam notangry withanyone. That adds to 
my comiort. To havetime to goatout driving with 
my wife and family is another satisfaction.’’ 

**How rich is Mr. Blaine”?’’ has been often asked. 

To a wealthy caller not lung ago he said: *‘lam 
richer than you.’’ 

rhe many times millionaire visitor looked sur- 
prised as he said, *‘how much?”’ 

Mr. Blaine replied: ‘‘I have all that I need, and 
you wiil never have what you need. Therefore I 
am the richer.”’ 

Mr. Blaine, in working upon his book, is sudying 
the greatest eo ig r A of style. He says that he 
observes thatthe higher you getin literature the 
simpler the style of the writer. The best style is 
one that approaches the nearest 
to simplicity. His eulogy on Gar] 
held in the house of representatives was a mode. 
oration. It was prepared with the greatest care 
After it was written Mr. Blaine put it aside fora 
few days and then cut out of it exactly 3,000 wore 
This same vein of simplicity he has observed in His 
studies, that the greatest leaders are without titles. 
No one dreamed of addressing Daniel Webster, 
Henry Clay or John C, Calhoun by their senatorial 
titles. In the debates they are spoken of as ‘‘Mr. 
Webster,’’ ‘‘Mr. Clay’’ and “Mr. Calhoun.’ Sena- 
tor Webster would sound as much out of place as 
“General Julius Coesar,’’

This is the most important of all the lines we 
have discussed forsome time and its advantages to 
Columbus cannot be over-estimated. From the 
signs of the times, it ins to look like the road is 
to be built and that it will come this way. Colum- 
bus is badly in need of such a line and we hail 
with delight the coming of the engineering corps 
which is to survey the route.. 

The following from the Lumpkin Independent 
upon the same subjectis very encouraging: ‘‘We 
are in receipt of a private letter from isd. R. F. 
Watts in regard to our prospects for a railroad. We 
make the fullowing extracts: ‘I saw Captain Hobbs, 
of Albany, coming up ou the train to-day, who in- 
formed ine that the Erlanger syndicate, the present 
owners of the Brunswick and Albany railroad, had 
definitely determined to extend their line of. rail- 
road from Albany t@ Columbus. They have finally 


abandoned the idea of extending 
their road to Selma, Ala., by way 
of Eufaula, and have determined 


on the Columbus route. I asked the captain what 
route it would take. Hesaid the purpose was to 
leaye the old grade from Albany and’ Cuthbert to 
the south, and to run to the west of Palmyra to 
Ward’s Station, thence to Columbus via Lumpkin. 
I asked him when. In reply he stated that Mr. 
Wise, the engineer, was then surveying for the 
bridge acraqss the Flint river, and as soon as this 
was done he would go (this week) to Columbus and 
Startthe survey from that pointto Albany. So 
Lumpkin comes in at last to bea little dot on the 
great through line from Cincinnati to Savannah.’’ 


The Marietta and North Georgia. 
Correspondence Augusta Chronicle. 

The Marietta and North Georgia railroad stock- 
holders metin Marietta yesterday and the follow- 
ing board was elected: Joseph Kimsey, A. G. Kim- 
sey, R. M Pulsifer, William Phillips,“ William M. 
Sessions, Joseph E. Brown, J. B. Blackwell, N. 8, 
Osborn aud Robert Bruce. There seems to be some 
aniagovuism between the Georgia stockholders who 
pu: the road through from Marietta and Canton 
andthe Boston-Cincinnati syndicate of capitalists 
whose money has built the extension to Ellijay in 
Gilmer county. The completed road is somewhere 
near sixtv miles, and is within four miles of Elli- 
jay. The Boston and Cincinnatl gentlemen own a 
majority of stock, One of the leading men in the 


enterprise is Mr, R. M, Pulsifer, 
proprictor of that most successful 
paper, the Boston Herald. Mr. Pulsifer 


was expected to attend the meeting, and it was 
possaapec two weéKs on his account, but he has 

ecu prevented from coming by business. Some 
time ago he addressed Governor McDaniel a letter 
on the subject of the state’s loan of convicts to the 
euterprise, apd urged that the capitalists who 
bad invested in the road did so on the faith of the 
Stale that the coustruction of the line should be 
aided by the convicts. Governor McDaniel replied 
expresting hearty interest in the completion 
of the road and the development of tne 
valuabie section of northeast Georgia 
tapped by the railway, but he stated that 
he had not the opportunity to examine into the 
convict matter, and thatin this he should be com- 
pelled to be guided by the law. He also said that 
he would confer with Mr. Pulsiferabout the mat- 
ter when he came to attend the stockholders’ meet- 
ing. I know nothing of the merits of the contro- 
versy between the Georgia and foreign stockhold- 
ers, There is much gossipin a quiet way about 
the threatened breach between the two factions 
The Georgians seem to think that the foreigners 
wat to gobble up the whele thing. Such eonflicts 
of interest are alwaysinjurious to an enterprise, 
and it is to be hoped in unis case that these dithicul- 
ues nay be settled amicably amoung themsrnlves. 

The road penetratesa peculiarly attractive sec- 
tion of the state—a -ection full of beauty, marked 
by healthfulness, with fine water, rich in mineral 
and agricultural resources. It is the ouly part of 
the State undeveloped. it is full of interest and 
natural wealth. This little thin line of narrow 
guagetrack has been most toilfully and slowly 
groWing, and its very obstacles so manfully over- 
come have given a wonderful fascination to the 
enterprise. 


The French Broad Route. 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 12.—The completion of the 
.Western North Carolina and Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroads has opened upa through line, to be 
known asthe French Broad route, between the 
northwest and the southern states. Trains now 
run over the Western-North Carolina from Golds- 
boro to the Warm springs, and from there over the 
East Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgiaroad, and 
then over the Louisville and Nashville road to Low- 
isville, making connection at the latter point with 
afast train to Chicago. Heretofore travelers have 
been compelled to go round by Chattanooga or 


by Lynchburg in order to come south, and to reach 
the northwest from any of the southern states. The 
completion of the Western North Carolinu road 
down the French Bread River Valley and the Lou- 
isvyille and Nashyille Bpens a direct through line by 
which Florida can be reached for the winter, and 
by which the Warm springsin Madison county, a 
noted summer resort, and that portion of this state 
west of the slue Ridge, which is the Switzerland 
of America, and is rapidly growing into promi- 
neice as a place for summer travel and recreation, 
can be reached by all rail travel very soon. Cars 
will be put on at Charleston, 8. C., which will run 
through to Louisville by way of statesville, N. C., 
and over the Western North Caroli- 
na road without change. Pullman sleeping 
cars are attached to all night trains. It now appears 
thatthe Frenci broad route, through the Blue 
Ridge at the Paint Rock Gap, is the key to the pas- 
ger travel aud freights from the great north west to 
the south and from the southern states to the north- 
west. The Richmond and Danville company be- 
lieves the 44 miJes of its road down the French 
Broad river by Paint Rock is destined, by virtue of 
its geographical position, to become enormously 
advantageous to the whole country. Great benefits 
are expected by the people of this state from this 
through line, which has been one of their hobbies 
for the past thirty years. 

The importance of the connections recently 
opened to the Western Carolina railroad company 
will be best appreciated by the following figures: 
From Louisville to Asheville by the new route is 
390 miles, by the Atlanta route 945. From Louis- 
ville to Salisbury by the new route is 541 miles, by 
Atlanta 787 miles. From Louisville to Raleigh is 
671 by the new route and 852 by Richmond. From 
Louisville to Wilmington 748 by the new route and 
931 by Atlanta. Chariotte saves 185 miles, one-third 
the distance; Raleigh saves 181 and Wilmington 183, 
about one-fifth the distance. The effect of these 
changes may be to build up new distributing points. 
Charlotte or Saulsbury may become very important 
in this respect.

Glancing over the files of the Morning News for the 
month of May just closed, we find, under the head 
of receipts and exports, that Savannah received 
during that month, over her lines of railway, river

and coast line steamboats, 38,820 crates aud 5,485 
barrels of truck farm produce, and exported by 
steamships alone during the same time, 107,372 
crates and 10,048 barrels, beside numerous.boxes of 
fruits, refrigerators of strawberries and other pack- 
ages not reported as cra es or barrels. The figures 
show in exports over receipts, 68,552 crates and 
6,565 barrels, which we explain as produced in the 
neighborhood of the eity, or transported through 
the express company and not reported in the rail- 
road receipts. A report of the local and express 
receipts, which we have not yet obtained. will show 
a large increase of the figures on both sides, as itis 
believed that about two-thirds of all this produce 
is forwarded through that company.

Wins a White Wife.

Waynesvoro, Ga , June 10.—The recent fail- 
ure of the grand jury of Burke county to in- 
dict the authors of the outrage upon the Chi- 
nese merchants of this village deepens the 
interest in the civil case for $50,000 damages 
now pending in the federal court at Savan- 
nah. While much has been written about the 
matter, the inside facts have never yet been 
given to the public, so thata recital of them 
now may not be devoid of interest, 

Several years ago Willie Loo Chong, a 
spruce and intelligent Mongolian, made his 
appearance in Augusta, where he opened a 
booth upon which was displayed the usual 
Chinese specialties. Curiosity attracted a 
good run of custom, and it was not long be- 
fore the shrewd Loo Chong found himself 
ready to enter a store, and do a more preten- 
tious business. With tasteful paperings he 
made his new store resemble a tinsel temple. 
and gathered around him the young people 
of the city. Custom came in from the 
country as well. Among those who became 
especially interested in the sprightly China- 
man was Mr. Fulcher, of Burke county, a sub- 
stantial farmer of wide family connections. 
He had a daughter—a pretty bright-eyed lass 
of fifteen—whose favor the artful Chinaman 
sought by gifts of bon-bons. Noticing her 
father’s interest in the Celestial, hers became 
aroused also. As months tlew by and the 
maiden threw off the ways of childhood Loo 
Chong was not slow to fan the tlame of inter- 
est into love. The lady visited the curious 
store in town quite often, and during these 
visits Loo Chong became more and more ab- 
stracted. 

Thus matters proceeded, Loo amassing 
means, building a cozy cottage, and becom- 
ing the ownerofatandem. He knew of no 
better place to visit than the hospitable home 
of Mr. Fulcher, of Burke. Mr. Fulcher, in 
turn, was glad to welcome an intelligent citi- 
zen of the celestial empire, who could tell 
bim all about the ruined walls of Pekin, the 
lordly ways of the Mandarins, and quote tor 
him in pigoon English choice passages from 
Confucius. As all"romances end so did this 
one- Loo Chong demanded the hand of the 
fair Miss Fulcherin marriage. It is not quite 
clear as to how Mr. Fulcher first took to the 
proposition, but judging honorable mar- 
riage better than other possible  alter- 
natives, white and yellow mixed their co ors,.

Two 
of the sharper of the new comers, An Sing 
and Lu Kum Yu, seeing that Burke count 
was the place to get "‘Melican wifee’’ as well 
as a g trade, opened business in Waynes- 
boro.

The people of 
the county were not opposed to the new com- 
ers doing business in their midst, but they 
did fear their designs “1 Sy some simple- 
minded girls who might be foolish enough 
tobe caught in the toils of Chinese du- 
plicity. It was understood in a quiet way 
that the Chinese had to go, eygag on if pos- 
sible, but forcibly if need be.

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WHIFE'S PROPERTY. 


The Admivistrator cf Mre. Helena Wood Seeks to 
Restrain the Exeoutors of Jease Wood Deceased 
From Payirg Over to the Late Husbapd 
ofthe Lady Her Part of the Batate. 


It is seldom that the courts of Fulton coun- 
ty try a case as interesting as one which will 
come up before Judge Hammond in cham- 
bers to-morrow. The case sounds Robert J. 
Lowry, temporary administrator on the es- 
tate of Mrs. Helena Wood vs. Moses Wood 
and John N. Wood, executors of Jesse Wood, 
deceased, and against Zadok Bonner, of Car- 
roll county. The suit isan application for a 
bill of injunction to restrain Moses Wood and 


John WN, Wood from paying to 
Zadok Bonner the proceeds of the 


interest Mrs. Helena Wood had in the estate 
of Jesse Wood. The history of the case reads 
like asection from a novel. Mrs, Helena 
Wood was the wife of Jesse Wood. He died 
and left avery pretty property. John Bon- 
ner, a brother or son of Zadoh Bonner, had 
married Lucy J. Wood, a daughter of Jesse 
Wood by a marriage prior to his union with 
Mrs. Helena Wood. The complainants in 
t@eir bill recite their case to which ao answer 


has yet been made, and of course 
only one side is known. They say that 
the two Bonners set about to get a 
share of tbe estate of Jesse Wood by 


having Zadok Bonner securely married to the 
widow. The lady was sixty-five years old 
and the prospective bridegroom was seventy- 
eight. From her home in Fulton county she 
went on a visit to Carroll county, the home 
of Mr. Bonner. There they met. Hercom- 
ing was the signal for great demonstration,and 
a picnic was given in her honor. This was in 
September. 1882, and the party enjoyed the 
poetic beauties of the season of the sere and 
yellow leaf during the day. It was a fit occa- 
sion for an elderly gentleman’s fancy to light- 


ly turn to thoughts of love. Whether 
he was inspired by the red and 
russet leaves of autumn, or moved 


by some colder motive is not known, but it is 
said that he proposed, and that the next day 
a betrothal occurred. A few days stay in 
Carroll county, and she returned to Fulton 
county where, in the succeeding October, she 
was visited by Mr. Bonner. It is charged 
also-that when there was an inclination on 
the part of the lady to abrogate the contract 
she was visited by her step-son-in-law. and 
also by his wife; who succeeded in keeping 
her of the same opinion still. The bili goes 
on to recite that about that time a 
very surprising change came over 
Mrs. Wood. When in health and before she 
made the visit to Carroll county she was a 
most devout Christian, delighting to dwell in 
daily conversations upon religious themes 
and rejoicing in the truths and promises of 
religion. But after her betrothal, which it 
was claimed was made when her mind, sym- 
pathizing with the frailties of her body, ren- 
dered her incapable of such a contract, she 
changed and became ‘‘frivolous, fond of gew- 
gaws, dresses, etc., and talked much of the 
jJuxuries of wealth she would enjoy as the 


wife of said Zadok, and the bridal tour 
to Europe that the _ said Zadok 
had in contemplation, and all religious 


thoughts were banished from her mind.’’ The 
complainants set forth that in November, 
1882, Mrs. Wood told John Bonner that she 
must write to Zadok Bonner that she could 
not marry him at the time fixed. Thereupon 
said John: *“*‘You must not do it, it would 
kill him.’’ It is stated that she then yielded 
her wishes without more ado. She went 
through the form of marrying on the 28th 
day of November, 1882, and eighteen days 
later she died. Although on the day of her 
marriage she passed directly by the home of 
some of his near and dear relatives, she 
was not permitted tu stop and 
see them, Her death occurred on the 16th of 
December. The. complainants allege that at 
the time of the -marriage Mrs. 
Wood was mentally 
to enter matrimony, and tbat her 
condition was taken advantage of. It is algo 
charged that proper medical attention was 
not shown her. Her physician -had also ad- 
vised her that it was preposterous to even 
think of marrying. The suit now is to pre- 
vent the husband from getting the wiie’s 
share of the property of the first husband’s 
estate. The case will come up on the 14th.

Celebration—The German Featival—Chil- 
dren Attend in Fantastic Array. 

One of the prettiest arrays of children that can 
be imagined was seen last night at the dancing 
hali of Professor Agostini. It was a representation 
of the festival of Walpurgisnacht, as made known 
to the world in Goethe's Faust.
